DETECTING SOUNDS AT SEA. 


An 
instrument 
for 
delecting 


sounds at sea was invented by Dr. 
Joseph Scbmitt, of the Island of An- 


• ticostl. 
They hear much of wrecks 


' on Anticosti and the question of sav- 
! ing life at sea is a paramount one. 
: Anticosti is ice-bound five months 
•out of the year, and 
Dr. Schmitt, 


during one of thesa .periods ol' en- 
forced retirement from the world, set 
about inventing a sound indicator, 
building1 it with his own hands From 
such material as he could find on the 
island. 
It consisted primarily of a 


hood in which the operator stands 
listening for distant sounds, which 
are collected in a funnel fixed just 
above the 
hood. 
There is a dia- 


phragm in the funnel and 
leading- 


down therefrom two rubber 
tubes 


which arc adjusted to the ears of the 
listener. 
Tliere is nlso a mariner's 


compass resting under the funnel to 
let the Hstentr know which direction 
the funnel is pointing when it records 
a sound. 
Dr. Schmitt made his first, 


instrument from a dry goods box, 
which he used for a hood, a pair of 
old stethoscope tubes, and a piece uf 
tin bent into the form of a funnel. 
Yet It worked successfully from the 
start. 
Sounds which could not be 


detected 'by the unaided ear, or if 
audible were lost as to diiection, were 
instantly located by the director. It3 
value on ships and in lighthouses is 
nndenia-ble., as the throbbing of a 
vesutjl may be heard with it wlien it 
is not .possible to detect it with the 
ear unaided.—World's Work.

"Neither Great Britain, France nor 


Russia ever approached Gei'many to 
participate in any action aiming at 
ending the South [African war. Ger- 
many has all along: distinguished be- 
tween offering lier good offices and 
intervention. 
To render her good 


offices would be possible -if iboth par- 
ties to the -war requested it, but it 
•will be remembered that Great Brit- 
ain, only joined The Hague confer 
ence on condition that the Boer states 
were excluded. There is no doubt 
that Mr. Kruger, who is a serious 
statesman, came to Europe to obtain

offices of several of the 


powers to end the war, "bu". there is 
also no doubt that. Great Britain does 
not want their good offices. At least, 
it is true that since the South African 
war began Great'Britain has never, 
ei/thtr verbally or in writing, confi- 
dentially or officially, broached such 
an idea.

each Scottish university. 


The d-eed contains a pi'eomble, say- 


ing that Mr. Carnegie, having re< 
tired from active business, deems it 
his duty and one of his 'hig'hest pni 
ileges to 
administer

which has come to him as a trustee, 
in behalf of others, entertaining- the 
confident belief that one of the best 
means of discharging that trust is 
providing funds for improving and 
extending the opportunities for sci 
entific research of the universities of 
Scotland, has native land, and by 
rendering the attendance easier. A 
constitution, as it is called, is at- 
tached to the deed, directing that 
the income be devoted to increase 
the facilities for the study of science, 
medicine, modern languages, his- 
tory and English 
literature.

other half is to pay fees and assist 
students in other ways, regardless 
of sex,and aid of preparatory schools, 
evening classes and other means of 
education outside the universities.

sentenced her Jie tried three or four 
times to induce her to divulge her 
secret. He sent her to the reforma- 
tory to remain over night and think 
about it, but the next day the girl 
appeared before him again, as strong 
in her determination as ever, and 
she said she would rather die than 
tell from whose hands she had re- 
ceived the counterfeit money. Judge 
Baker • "warned. ;her that .-he would 
send her to the reformatory to re- 
.rnain until she was twenty-one years 
old unless she told, but the threat did 
not move the girl. After the couit 
had made the threat good, the'sgivi. 
went to ihe institution with (her se- 
.cret carefully treasured. 
The gov- 


[ernment officers, hnd two. .men under 
suspicion, but the testimony of the 
.girl was'needed'-to fix the crime on 
the guilty pel-son. 
She would not 


give it and tlie person who gave her 
the money has not been caught by 
the government officers. 


PARDONED, BUT RETICENT. 
Judge Baker ihad been .thinking 


about the girl he had placed behind 
the bars, and he finally concluded 
that she should be pardoned. The 
pardon was issued and the girl, soon 
after she obtained iier freedom, mar- 
ried an Indianapolis man. She call- 
ed on Judge Baker and thanked him 
for sending her to prison.

The case against Judson 3i. Ross, 


of this city, for violation of tne reve- 
nue law in selling beer from his gro- 
'cery to a gang of laborers upon the 
intercepting sewer' without having 
paid the special tax, was th& most 
prominent case up. 
Mr. 'Ross was 


represented by Attorney J. B. Har- 
per, and Judge Baker considered the 
case from -an agreed statement of 
•facts. 


Mr. Ross set forth, it will be re- 


membered that he had purchased the 
beer merely as an accommodation to 
his customers, and':' delivered it to 
them at the same price he paid, mak- 
ing no profit, and without any idea, 
that he was violating: the law. Judge 
Baker held that it was clear that the 
title of the goods; was in Mr. Ross; 
that he purchased-the goods 'and sold 
them; that he wa's'acting for himself 
and not for >an agent; that neither 
the matter of intent nor of profit en- 
tered into the case, 
~ 


He found the defendant guilty as 


charged in the indictment, and as- 
sessed a fine of S10 and costs upon 
the second count; suspending judg- 
ment upon the first" count until Mie 
special tax 'be paid, "'and when this is 
done the remaining count will be 
nolll'ed.

As they speak two editors in the of- 
fice are writing their very words on 
pieces of yellow paper. 
Into pneu- 


matic tubes the editors thrust the 
yellow sheets and down they shoot 
to the pressroom. Here the 'copy' 
is distributed to three linotypes, and 
half a minute later those messages 
are being printed on the very tiniest 
cylinder press in New York. 


"As.they gush forth in cold type, 


in the form of circulars, "boys seize 
a handful and rush out. There arc 
forty o£ these Mercuries of the street, 
and woe to the man who is merely 
'rubbering' around the money quar- 
ter—he finds himself 
considerably 


'jarred' by boys who are rushiirg on 
without stopping to apologize. The 
esprit de corps among these- 'boys 
would shame the staff of an ordinary 
newspaper. 


•'j-JBach of the. forty boys has a cer- 


tain route, given block or building, 
and he ..must deliver a bulletin to 
each customer of the bureau in;that 
block or building. He enters :aii of- 
fice, walks direct to where a file.fur- 
nished by his bureau is hanging, 
sticks a bulletin on that file, and 
then hurries away to the next office.

than trying to handle butter made by 
Tom, Dick and Harry. Even1 (tic care- 
ful private dairyman is at :i disad- 
vantage unless he has "regular private 
customers. To-day one farmer told 
us: "I am using a separator and take 
great care to have everything. ..neat 
and clean, and do mulcc iirst-clivsg 
butter, but I can't sell it at'any* of the 
store.". The creamery near us- only' 
averages 15 ecnts per pound for but- 
ter fat, ant! we can't ihuRc iinythiriff 
at that price,- but t-hcir birtior always : 
sells anil ours won't. We dropped oufr- 
because we #ot discouraged trying to 
give tliem clean good cream, while 
there were lots of patrons who took 
no care of their milk and were very 
dirty." This man acted discouraged1 
and wanted to sell some of his cows. 
JU.s only hope is to work up a private, 
trade. One man from a neighboring' 
town recently brought in a lot of 
his own butter, and canvassed the 
stores, but couldn't sell a pound, or 
hardly fret an offer. He was idiscour- 
aged, but he has a reputation for not 
being neat. A near neighbor of the 
latter brings in weekly what 30 ffood 
covrs make, and has a steady trade at 
25 cents in" summer and 30'cents in 
winter. He also sells chickens, eggs, 
apples and beef. He makes good but- 
ter, is neat, and.T believe is prosper- 
ing. If all depends on the 
man.—•

Will Do All the Bnttcr-Makinff 


oti the Average Farm, 


An improvised barrel churn maybe 


made in a. simple way, as illustrated: 
:Make the piece (a) from a piece of old 
.wagon tire five inches long. On each 
end weld a block nut one-half inch 
thick and 1% inches .square. Make a 
one-half-inch round hole through one 
end and a square hole the size of the 
.churn axle through the. other endi 
The piece b is made of an old piece of 
buggy tire seven inches long-; 'oh one 
end weld a crank pin seven-sixteenths 
inch in diameter 'and' long- enough to 
extend through one end of a- to re- 
ceive the key. On the opposite cnd.a

piece is welded and. shaped so as to 
make a fork, as illustrated. The fork 
should be 3 inches long and :1 inch 
wide. Two braces, shaped-BS at .c, 
made of bug-gy tire and put qn.the 
churn frame with screws, will make 
the churn more rigid. A lever is made 
of hard wood 1 inch thick by 1% inches 
wide and S 
1/^ feet long. Bolt lower 


end to base of churn frame; Remove, 
crank from churn and put the piece 
(a) in its place, attach b to a by put- 
ting the crank pin through the^round 
hole in a and fasten by spring key. 
Slip lever into fork (b) and insert a 
board that will fit Iposely throxigh 
both fork and lever. The hole in lever 
should be the "same height'as-churn 
axle. Put on the braces and you have 
an improved barrel churn.—C. F.

One wave of the hand of misfortune 
and its spreads its beautiful plum- 
age and is gone—'as an eagl? toward 
heaven," my text says, though some- 
times I think it goes in the other 
direction 


What a verification we have had 


of the flying capacity of riches in 
Wall street! And Wall street is one 
of the longest 
streets 
in all the 


•world. It does not begin at the foot 
of Trinity church, -New York, anden-1 
at the East river, as many suppose, 
It reaches through all our American 
cities, and across the seas.

of young men of this generation. 


I hold up the polluted memory to

rou stop all hanks, you stop al! fac- 
;ories, you stop all storehouses, you 
stop all the great financial prcsperi- 
ies of this country. A stock dealer 
s only a commission merchant under 
mother name. He gets his commis- 
sion on one style of goods. You, the 
grocer, get your commission on an- 
ther style of goods. The dollar that 
he makes is just as bright and fair 
ind honest a dollar as .the dollar 
earned by the day laborer. 


But here wo must draw the line be- 


tween legitimate speculation and 
ruinous gambling-. You, a stock op- 
erator without rtny property behind 
you, financially irresponsible, 
sell 


$100 of nothing and get paid for it 
You sell 100 shares at 310,000 at 
thirty days. If at the end of thirty 
days you can get the scrip for S9,- 
000 you have made $1,000. If at the 
end of thirty days you have to pay 
$11,000, then you have lost $1,000. 
Now that is trafficking- in fiction; 
that is betting on chances; that in- 
volves the spirit of gambling as 
much as anything that ever goes on 
in the lowest gambling hell. 


At certain times almost every pros- 


perous merchant wakes up and he 
says: "Now, I have 'been successful 
in my line of trade and I have a tol- 
erable income; I think I shall go 
down to Wall street and treble it in 
three weeks. There's my neighbor. 
He was in the same line of business; 
he has his $300,000 or $400,000 
from the simple fact that he went 
into Wall street. I think I shall go, 
too." Here they come, retired mer- 
chants, who want to get a little ex- 
citement an their lethargic ve' 
Here they come, the trustees of great 
property, to fool everything away 
Here they come, men celebrated 
prudence, to trifle with the liveli- 
hoods of widows and orphans. 
Do 


you wonder that sometimes they be- 
come insane. It is insanity. Do you 
know there are hundreds of young 
men who are perishing under tin 
passion of stock gambling? Do you 
know that in all Christian lands this 
is one of the greatest curses? 


It is not peculiar to mercurla

ELKDOM IN FORT WAYNE. 


Fort Wayne lodge, No. 155, B. P 


0. E., was instituted February 12 
1890, with a charter membership of 
twenty-five. Brothers George B. Mc- 
Kinnie and R. C. Bell, both deceased 
were the founders and organizers 
and to them belongs the credit of 
sowing the seeds of Elkdom in the 
Summit City. Of the charter mem- 
bers twelve are still active members 
of the local lodge; eight have joinec 
other sister lodges, and five have 
crossed the silent stream into etern- 
ity. 
The first few years of the 


lodge's life was full of trials rmc 
tribulations, 
The few members losl 


interest in the work, and only 
through 
.the 
untirng 
work 
of 


Brothers McKinnie and Bell was the 
lodge kept alive and the charter re- 
tainad. Many were the times when 
it was impossible, to get a quorum 
and at times it was necessary to lock 
up in the lodge rooms what members 
were present while the officers would 
skirmish around to gather up a few 
of the dilatory ones for a meeting in 
order to transact business. 


In December, 1891, a class of seven 


candidates were initiated and from 
tills small increase the lodge grad- 
ually grew until in 1895 the member- 
ship was so large that other quarters 
were sought, resulting in the selec- 
tion and fitting up o5 the beautiful 
lodge rooms now occupied in the Lau 
block. At that time the membership 
was about 150, and the lodge moved 
into the new quarters without a cent 
of indebtedness on the same. On 
January 18, 1898, a class of 112 can- 
didates were initiated 
(being 
the 


largest class ever initiated by an Elk 
lodge at one time), and since that 
time the lodge has been in a most 
flourishing condition, until now it 
numbers 350 members. No. 155 has 
made a record for itself in its char- 
itable work among the poor of the 
cHy of Fort Wayne. Every year the 
lodge has its annual charity enter- 
tainment, the proceeds of which go 
to the poor of the city. In January 
they have the "old clothes" 
social

Every 'brothea- and invited 


guest is requested to 'bring whatevei 
old clothes they have, and the clothes 
so collected 'are turned over to the 
Relief union of this city to be dis- 
tributed among the poor as they see 
fit. 
How many people receive aid 


from the order is only known to the 
members, for they act in accordance 
with the great teachings of their or- 
der—never to reveal the name of a 
person receiving aid from the order, 


The lamented George B. McKinnie 


was the first exalted ruler, and ae 
was succeeded by Major G. W. Wil- 
son, who is now the oldest living 
member who -has held that position.

: EUROPE'S NEXT BIG WAR

The visit of the Italian squadron 


to Toulon the other day and the for- 
mal renewal of friendship between 
France and Italy expressed in the 
official greetings exchanged by Pres- 
ident Loubet and the duke of Genoa, 
uncle of King Victor Emmanuel II., 
after an estrangement of twenty 
years, almost to the month, was the 
closing of a chapter in European dip- 
lomatic history running back to the 
Berlin congress of 1878. On the day 
the congress closed its sittings Lord 
Salisbury 
and 
M. 
Waddington, 


French ambassador in London and 
French plenipotentiary at the co 
gress, walked out together arm . 
arm. As they parted to go their dif- 
ferent ways Lord Salisbury ejaculat- 
ed: ''You can now go into Tun" 
whenever you like." 
It was the 


that the foundation was laid of tl 
permanent estrangement of Italy 
from France, already pronounced 
enough owing- to the alienation of 
Savoy and Nice after the war of 
1859, 
and England was enabled 


thereby to retain for twenty-thre 
years longer the undisputed control 
of the Mediterranean. The time f 
the European powers to interfere 
with this state of affairs, however, 
was not yet ripe. 
The memory of 


1870-71 kept France and Germany 
apart and the dreikaiserbund tha 
had just arranged the mutilation of 
Turkey, England taking- Cyprus for 
her share, was not disposed to enter 
into intimate association with a re- 
public. 


ALL JEALOUS OF ENGLAND. 
What first gave cohesion to the op- 


position and jealousy generally felt 
in Europe to England's dominant po- 
sition in the Mediterranean was the 
importation of Indian troops into 
Malta. From that "time. on the idea 
that the Mediterranean must be a 
European and not a British sea has 
steadily, grown. It gained strength 
in 1881, when, during the negotia- 
tions at Constantinople that led to 
the cession of Thessaly and a part oi 
Epirus to Greece, a: -proposal was 
made on behalf of the British to the 
Greek government to place the armed 
force of England at the disposal of 
the latter if it would insist on the 
cession of the territory as defined by 
the Berlin conference of the year be- 
fore. With the (promptitude and de- 
cision that marked all his actions, 
Prince Bismarck, under threat of op- 
posing it with all the power of Ger- 
many, procured the rejection of the 
offer by the Greeks and its dis- 
avowal by the British government 
within twenty-four hours of its being 
made. 
And so another step was 


taken toward the time" when, as ex- 
pressed by one in a position to know 
what was passing in certain 'minds, 
England would he invited to take her 
fleet out of the Mediterranean, her 
territorial interests there being con- 
fined to Malta, her only possession, 
Cyprus being held conditionally. 


In May, 1881, the French were 


definitely established in Tunis by 
treaty and a convention, signed on 
July 10, 1892, by the bey of Tunis, 
placed the administration of the prov- 
ince and the collection of taxes in the 
hands of the French. The impecun- 
ious condition of the Italian treasury 
and the disorganization of its fin- 
ances compelled the Italian govern- 
ment to remain a chagrined spectator 
sf the rape of territory which it had 
long marked down for its own, and 
the resentment toward-France deep- 
ened, so preparing the way for the 
undisturbed occupation of Egypt by 
the British that took place the fol- 
lowing year. 


A CONFLICT AVERTED. 


When the massacre of Alexandria. 


as it was" called, in which a few 
Europeans and several hundred of 
Egyptians were killed, afforded the 
opportunity, the British government 
promptly took the lead. 
Proposals, 


iore or less sincere, were made to the 


French government to act jointly 
with England, and declined. 
The 


British government, knowing that 
:ommon action on the part of Italy 
.md France was not to be feared un- 
der the circumstances, then turned to 
Italy with the same offer, but ther" 
also it was declined. 


The British government then, hnv- 
ug nothing to apprehend from any 
quarter, decided to act alone.

in Egypt, and on one occasion Prince 
Bismarck employed the threat of 
calling- a conference to consider the 
position of England there as a means 
of compelling Lord Salisbury to make 
unpalatable concessions to Germany 
in connection with African matters 
At 
the time of the occupation o! 


Egypt in 1882 the British govern- 
ment had intended following it up by 
the occupation of certain points on 
the Gulf of Alexandretta • opposite 
Cyprus, but f'jr reasons that remain 
obscure the idea was abandoned. The 
presumption is thnt it was the oppo- 
sition of Germany, which has con- 
sistently -been exerted against Eng- 
land at Constantinople from the days 
when Colonel Chesney first conceived 
the idea of the Euphrates Valley rail- 
way to the present time. 
The way 


in which Germany has ousted Eng- 
land commercially out of Turkey is 
notorious, as is also the diplomatic 
supremacy of Gernvaiiy at Constanti- 
nople since 1887. 


An incident at the end of the clos- 


ing session of the Suez canal commis- 
sion that sat 'in London in October, 
1888, nearly resulted in a suspension 
of diplomatic relations between Ger- 
many and 'England. 
The evident i«- 


teiitiomil discourtesy of -Lord Gran- 
villa to the German ambassador.

caused Prince Bismarck to reproach 
the latter for not having demanded 
his passport and left London the same 
ilay, and later to remove him from 
Londion to Paris. 
CRETE AN IMPORTANT FACTOR.

•ip by the British government with 
regard to Crete, on account of Suda 
hay, but more especially during the 
'.roubles in that island in 1897-98, 
lias also been a factor determining 
!he Mediterranean powers to take the 
first favorable opportunity- for cur- 
tailing the British fleet in the Med- 
iterranean. 
The British contention 


thai Greece must never ibe allowed -to 
possess Crete because it would give 
her and any ally the control of the 
"astern Mediterranean is resented not 
rmly by the Greeks but by the powers 
under whose influence Greece po- 
litically and geographically falls. The 
mastery of the Mediterranean iby ?. 
oower owning no 
country on its 


shores has become intolerable for its 
oolitical and financial consequences 
to all the other states of Europe. The 
only government now standing 'in the 
way of an early liberation of the 
Mediterranean from a one-power con- 
trol is that of the German emperor. 
Whenever 
Germany 
throws 
her 


weight into the scale the coalition 
against which En'gland is armed will 
be formed. 


The position in the Mediterranean, 


starting from the west, is (briefly as 
'ollow.s: 
Spain, having lost her col- 


onies beyond the seas, Is endeavoring 
to re-enter the European continental 
system in relation to which she has 
been so long an outsider. 
Quite re- 


cently she was compelled to desist 
from constructing fortifications 
the neighborhood of Gibraltar, under 


diplomatic threat from the British 


government that 'continuance in the 
fork would be reg-arded as an un- 
friendly act. 


Portug-al is generally looked on in 


England as a British 
outpost on 


the continent and treated as sucn. 
Francs, on account of her north Afri- 
can possEssions, has-interests on botli, 
sides of the Mediterranean, the free 
ntercommunicatlon between which 
is vital to her prosperity. Italy as 
a Mediterranean power destined be- 
fore long- also to have interests in 
north Africa, in Tripoli, is concerned 
in the' liberation of the Mediterra- 
nean and in releasing herself from 
the conflicting obliga'tions imposed 
on her by the naval convention with 
England which placed her fleets and 
ports at the didsposal of Great Brit- 
ain in certain eventualities. Aus- 
tria-Hungary and Turkey are two 
states ripening for partition ana re- 
organization and dependent on the 
forbeaerance of more powerful neigh- 
bors. 
The place once occupied by 


England at Constantinople is now 
filled by Germany, which, with Rus- 
sia, will influence the future of tae 
near east. Russia, which comes lasl, 
s 
gradually 
breaking down 
the 


barriers Which England so labori- 
ously raised against her in the Med- 
iterranean and Black sens. The lat- 
ter is now to all intents and pur- 
poses a Russian lake. 
It 
harbors 


a powerful squadron, which one day 
under the changing political condi- 
tions of Europe will issue Into -the 
Me-daterranea and take its part in tne 
Msrieterranean coalition, the begin- 
ning of which can be discerned in 
he meeting at Toulon of Italian, 
French, -Russian and Spanish war- 
ships. The triple alliance, being a 
ombination for European continental 
purposes, is not threatened by the re- 
opening of friendly relations 
be- 


tween Italy and France, but on the 
contrary its naval 
policy will be 


strengthened by the adhesion of its 
strongest naval member to the pow- 
erful naval combination of Russia 
and France. 


The British government by its ac- 


tion in the Mediterranean, especially 


since the developments of the boer 
war, gives evidence of being fully 
alive to the situation. 
The enor- 


mous expenditure incurred at Gibral- 
tar, its threat to Spain already re- 
ferred to, the measures taken >to ren- 
der Malta independent of the fleet 
for at least eighteen months in case 
of necessity and the establishment of 
signal stations all over the Medi- 
terranean evince its anxiety for its 
communications with the far east 
through the Strait of Gibraltar and 
the Suez canal. 
The necessity for 


the absolute safety of its alternative 
route round the Cape of Good Hope 
explains the determination hitherto 
displayed to crush out the Dutch ele- 
ment of South 'Africa, and the best 
chance the Boers have of obtaining 
a generous settlement 
lies in the 


possibility that dang-sr is Showing In 
other directions that may compel an 
early diversion of a large part of 
the army in South Africa to some 
other quarter of the globe. The first

The four great Scotch universi- 


ties which will gain by the latest 
benefaction 
of Andrew 
Carnegie 


rank among1 the leading educational 
institutions of the world, says the 
Baltimore Sun. 


The University of Edinburgh \v 


founded in 1582. 
During the yeai 


1899 the tot.il number of matriculat- 
ed students in attendance was 2,348. 
Of thsse 83G were enrolled in the fac- 
ulty 6f arts, 1,399 in the faculty nf 
medicine, 368 in law, 47 in divinity, 
17G in science and 22 in music. 
Among the matriculated students 
were 203 women. 


'St. Andrew's university is even 


more ancient than Edinburgh, hav- 
ing b'ee-n founded in 1411. 
lit origi- 


nally included three separate colleges 
and corporations; St. Salvator's, dat- 
ing from 1450; St. Leonard's, 1513, 
ami St. 'Mary's, 1537. 
In. 1747 tha 


two first named were united and took 
the faculties of arts 'and medicine, 
St. Mary's being devote'd to theology. 
University college, founded at Dun- 
dee in 1880, w-as made a part of the 
University of St. Andrew's In 1897. 
The average number of students in 
attendance is about 200. 


Trhe University of 
Glasgow was 


founded by a bu'll of Pope Nicholas 
V. in 1450, receiving a new charter 
from James VI. of Scotland in 1577. 
Its organization was remodeled by 
the Universities of Scotland acts oE 
1858 and 1889, -by which each of the 
Scottish universities was given a 
similar organization. 
During Ithe 


session of 1899 there were 1,953 stu- 
dents in attendance, of whom 30G 


•ere women. Of the total, 834 were 


students in art and 661 in medicine. 


Aberdeen University was founded 


iu 1494 by Bishop Elphinstone as a 
Studium Generale, in which he con- 
stituted a college in 1505 known as 
King's college. In 1593 George Keith, 
fifth Earl Marischal, founded Mari- 
schal college, which came 'to be also 
a university distinct from the for- 
mer foundation. 
These two univer- 


sities were united in one institution 
in 1860 and now form the Univer- 
sity o£ Aberdeen. There are 23 pro- 
fessors and more than 800 students. 
The University of 
Aberdeen 
has 


been making great progress of late 
years, nnd during the last ten years 
has expended over 8500,000 in sites 
and buildings. Like the other Scot- 
tish universities it confers the whole 
range of academic and professional 
degrees.

PEKIN'S MUSICAL DOVES. 


One of the first things that sur- 


prised a foreigner in visiting Pekin 
is the strange sound that seems to 
emanate from the celebrated musical 
doves of that city. Overhead on all 
sides are great flocks of these birds, 
and ever as they sweep to and fro 
the weird music is heard. Compared 
with, the plaintive coo of ordinary 
pigeons it seems mysterious, and yet 
it is easily explained. 


To the tail of each bird is fastened 


an instruments known as the choa- 
the, "choa" signifying pipe, and 
"the" mechanical-. 
The. instrument 


is composed of several email reeds, 
and it is so light that it is not. im- 
peded thereby. .It is fastened to the 
tail, between the two middle feathers, 
and is kept in place by a small stick, 
which passes through the instru- 
ment. 


During the bird's rapid flight the 


air passes through the reeds, caus- 
ing continuous shrill sounds. It is 
said that these instruments were in- 
vented by a mandarin, <and that the 
object is to protect the doves, which 
are 'highly prized everywhere in 
China, from birds of prey. If this be 
true, the object has certainly been at- 
tained, since only a bird of great 
courage would venture to attack a 
dove capable of making: such a noise. 
—Facts.

TURKEY'S RULEE ORGANIZING A MOVEMENT PURPOSED TO 


STRENGTHEN HIS POSITION. 


A dispatch from Constantinople 


brings word that the sultan is 
gauizing a movement for the reviva 
of Mahometanism throughout th 
world and the strengthening of hi: 
position as chief of the Mahometa 
peoples." This vast scheme include; 
n pilgrimage from all'parts of thi 
Moslem world to the Golden Horn 
where Abdul-Hamid will be enthu 
siastically recognized as the tempera 
and spiritual head of Islam and the 
only rightful holder of the sucred of- 
fice of Caliph. 
If the correspondent 


is well informed this picturesque pro- 
ject puts the finishing touch or nt 
least gives point to the labor of twen- 
ty years. 
Pilgrimages to Constanti- 


nople are new, but the fear of such a 
revival of Mahometanism has been a 
bogie to Oriental diplomats these 
many years. 
Over here the plotting^ 


and schemings of sultans and sheiks 
concern the public little. 
Only those 


who take special interest in questions 
of the Orient will realize how much 
is meant by the sultan's eager desire 
to have himself declared Caliph by 
delegates from all quarters of the 
globe. 
The title is one he already 


holds by inheritance from an. am- 
bitious ancestor, but, as many of th» 
faithful declare, without the proper 
light. 
To the Caliph all Islam owes 


allegiance, and Islam is a vast and 
rapidly increasing- world. 
A few 


figures will give an idea of the pace 
at which the creed of the prophet is 
bringing in recruits from other re- 
ligions. 
In 1880, when the present 


revival practically 'began, the cres- 
cent claimed about 175,000,000 sou's. 
Twenty years later the number of 
Mahometans was put at 260,000,030. 
This enormous rate of increase con- 
tinues. 
In fact, the emissaries of 


Islam were never so active or so suc- 
cessful as just now. 


'Modern Mahometanism, whatever 


may be its inmost thought, has out- 
wardly disclaimed all desire to return 
to the -masterful but hardly satis- 
factory argument of the sword in 
making converts. 
It has learned 


that the results of another and a 
gentler policy, while less rapidly ap- 
parent, are really more substantial. 
Moreover, the 
missionaries have 


learned to adapt themselves tactfu"y 
to the conditions of the people they 
are trying to reac:h. 
-They are weJl 


trainad, zealous teachers, o'teii- fanat- 
ics, ye- not infrequently also nie^i 
who do not allow their enthusiasm 
for their own faith to blind them to 
the vJitue of the religion of others. 
Many nf thrhi—most of J,hem, in fact 
—belong to same one of the great re- 
ligious societies of Islam, and all the 
sects of Mahometanism are repre- 
sented among them. 
Diversify of 


opinion, among the -Mussulmans is 
not so great as among the Christians, 
but there is 
enough difference of 


thought ic make four parties, wiM 
% 


the orthodox Mussulmans largely 
outnumbering all others put together. 
Divieitii of opinion does not keep the 
followeis of Mahomet'from uniting in 
missionary work; in fact, on? of the 
heretical 'bodies is especially noted for 
its proselyting ardor. 
THE HOLY OFFICE OF CALIPH. 
•Mot all these eager preachers of the 


Koran have a political as well as a 
religious string to their bow. 
Some, 


indged.'hold that the welfare of Islam 
is best promoted by emphasizing the 
position of the sultan as head of the 
Mosle:n world, since he is by far the 
most powerful 'Mahometan prince. 
Others are equally strong in their 
belief that . a descendant of the 
prophet alcne should ho.cl the high 
and holy office of Caliph. 
There are 


many descendants of the prophet, and 
they are all "saints," regardless of 
their own personal merit or demerit. 
There was at one time a rumor to 
the c?Iect that the sultan, in order to 
reconcile these conflicting parties, 
was about to adopt as1 his son one of 
Mahoraei"'3 descendants, win should 
succeed to both sultanate and cali- 
phate after Abdul-Hamid's death. 
The report had no foundation in fact, 
but its existence shows the feeling of 
the Mussulman world. 
As it is, the 


grand" shereef of Mecca is practically 
the spiritual head of Islam. 
He 


comos in. .contact with thousands of 
pilgrims, the most 
devout of the 


faith, and a whisper from him goes 
to every part of the globe where be- 
lievers turn in prayer toward the 
sacred city. 
This powerful factor in 


the religious life of Islam is concili- 
ated by the sultan with so much suc- 
cess -that the desires of Constanti- 
nople are earned out to the lettei at 
Mecca. 


The missionaries, the great socie- 


ties and the grand shereef are the 
agents of Mahometan propaganda 
throughout the world. It is interest- 
ing to note what they have accom- 
plished. The Mahometan" population 
of Turkey is small, indeed, compared 
with the sum total of believers. Only 
two or three millions are to be fount 
iii the sultan's European Russia 
His Mahometan subjects are 
well 


treated, but the societies are prohib- 
ited. Like most great religious bodies 
with a semi-political tinge, they have 
not been deterred by this prohibition 
from perfecting secret organization 
which have been active in proselyt 


ins1. Among- the Finnish people of 
tha Volga and the lower nomadic 
tribes of the steppes the faith of the 
prophet has found favor. The Sheik- 
el-Islam (the title given to the head 
of Mohametanism in each country) 
resides at Orenbourg. 


In Asiatic territory the missionar- 


ies are active, in differing fashions. 
Some appeal to fanatics, urging the 
faithful to strange deeds of devo- 
tion, organizing pilgrimages, inciting 
hatred of unbelievers, and the like. 
Others have caught the methods of 
Christians and hold open-air meet- 
ings, conducting campaigns of edu- 
cation. In India, the great Mahome- 
tan country of the globe, this occi- 
dental way.of teaching- a new faith 
is common. The empire holds fifty- 
nine million followers of the prophet, 
and the rate of increase is enormous. 
It has been estimated that more than 
half a million converts are made each 
ear. 
One missionary boasts of having 


idded to Islam no less than 200,000 
-souls. 
Others have records less 


startling, but still impressive. These 
zealots may not be above extending 
igures with a view to self-glorifica- 
tion; but it is undoubtedly true that 
the low caste Hindoos are going over 
to Mahometanism in great numbers. 
The doctrine that all followers of the 
n-ophet are equal, set forth in the 
koran and followed to the letter by 
the missionaries: appeals as nothing 
ejso could to these poor outcasts. 
The Christian teacher who 
offers 


:hem the same relief is handicapped 
by belonging-. to the dominating 
•ace; but the Mahometan's tale seems 
o the Hindoo as true as it is good. 
Among the cotton weavers of Bengal 
he conversions are so frequent that 
he people have been described as go- 
ng over en masse to Islam. In s'ev- 
ral provinces the (Mahometan pop- 
ulation far outnumbers that of all 
ther religious. 
The upper class 


lindoos, of course, regard the move- 
ment with little favor.. Between 
hem and the Mahometans there is 
ong-standing jealousy. 
The son. of 


slam never forgets that he came in 
s a conqueror and remains to a great 
xtent on sufferance. 


ENTHUSIASM OF MALAYS. 
In the Malay archipelago there are 
hirty-one million Mahometans, the 
argest group outside of India. Here, 
oo, there is great enthusiasm for the 
ause. 
It has been suggested that 


he Mahometan societies of the archi- 
elago helped to incite the Philippine 
evolt against Spain. From this cen- 
er, too, missionaries are Constantly 
eing sent out even to Australasia. 
n the,islands of the Pacific they 
ave.met with considerable success. 


Many Papuans have changed their 
aith and have testified to their zeal 
y taking the name of the holy so- 
iety—the Senouissia—to mark their 
onversioii. 
The enthusiasm of the 


Malays may be accounted for by the 
act that many of their old people 
hink it is a pious act to die at Mecca. 
'hus there has come to ba a fair 
ised Malayan colony in the sacred 
ity, the members corresponding, of 
ourse, with old friends at home. In 
his way every breath of excitement 
r religious fanaticism at Mecca is 
elt over the group of far-away is- 
aiids, and from them sent on to their 
missionaries in Oceanica. 


The .Mahometan 
population of 


hina is nearly thirty millions, tit- 
le is being done in the way of mis- 
ionary work; that is, in the way of 
pecial emissaries or preaching in 
mblic places. The natural indiffer- 
nce of the average Chinese to specu- 
ative religion would not justify such 


step. But the faith does not seem 


o be losing ground, and the natural 
ncrease of so large a number of be- 
ievers is consideraJble. 
But, after all, the most interesting 


field of Mussulman activity is Africa, 
he land which saw the glory of the 
aith, and which the Crescent seemsi 
o have marked for its own. Here is 
a fanaticism which recalls the middle 
ages; here, too, on the other hand, is 
Moslem learning at its highest and 
best. The people of Northern Africa 
believe that it will be possible for 
:hem some day to recover their an- 
cient glory, and do not look favor- 
ably upon the Christian usurper. 
History and the talk of the faithful 
have taught them of the religious 
wars and the time when the crescent 
flag floated over Spain, and seemed 
about to dominate all Europe. Then, 
too, in an oasis of the Sahara is situ- 
ated the great convent of the Senouis- 
sia, that society from whose ranks; 
legend says, shall arise the mahdi, 
who will put things under his feet. 
It is no wonder that missionary zeal 
finds a fertile field in Africa. 


Figures have seemed to show a 


Email decline in the Mahometan pop- 
ulation of Tunis and Algiers; but this 
is due to the work of the sultan's 
emissaries, who invite the faithful to 
emigrate to a land which is under the 
sway of a.true believer, rather than 
be ruled iby infidels, promising them 
the reward of God for their devotion 
In addition to this sort of propaganda 
the aultan is said to be in constan 
communication 7/ith the sheiks of th' 


»**•***} country, many of whom are fanatic 


of the first water. 
The Senouissia 


from their convent nt Djagboub 
aealouts though they-are, try to ex 
ercise a restraining influence on thes 
narrow-minded enthusiasts. 
In the 


case of this society, many instance; 
are told of kindness to traveling 
Christians and of attempts to mod 
erate the prejudices of the neighbor- 
ing sheiks. 
They are, none the less 


mc-st active in proselyting. Already 
the converts in the interior numbe? 
ten millions. Geographically two. 
thirds of Africa belong to Islam. Ir 
Morocco, where fanaticism is found at 


height, the sultan's influence

The shereef of Fez, a 


descendant of the prophet, declares 
himself the rightful caliph, and has 
a strong following among his neigh- 
bors. 


PILGRIMAGE TO MECCA 


The grand shereef of Mecca, Aouii- 


er-Bafai, extends the sultan's influ- 
ence in various ingenious ways. 
Mecca, the sacred spot to all the Mos- 
lem world, is naturally the center of 
its religious thought, and a whisper 
breathed there travels swiftly to 
every part of the globs. 
The shereef 


las organized a corps of guides who 
not only show the pilgrims the sacred 
[lories of the holy city, but alsD in- 
still useful political ideas. 
As the 


desire to fulfill the commandments of 
his religion by making a pilgrimage 
is strong in every Mussulman's 
breast, the opportunity of the "moun- 
taouafs" is great. 
The pilgrimages 


are so badly regulated that a sense of 
ill usage elbows 
devotion in the 


minds of the newly arrived and 
makes them easy marks for the wary 
guides. 
One Christian nation, the 


Dutch, encourages and regulates 
these journeys, for the cauny reason 
that the travelers may have p.n op-

A't this social affair the great, lu- 


cious "queen berry" reigns in all its 
;lory, for the repast is a true straw- 
berry feast, both for eye and palate, 
and is certain to prove a delight to 
overs of this fine spring fruit, while 
it the same time it is seasonable and 
unique. 


If practicable it would be nice to 


lav'e the luncheon set out on a ver- 
anda or on the ilawn, but, as this is 
not possible for everyone who may 
:hink to extend hospitality after this 
fashion, Nature's accessories, in the 
shape of a greenery, must be brought 
ndoors to help render the dining hall 
a springlike scene of freshness' and 
beauty, and add a touch of the ar- 
istic. Branches of the commonest 
.rees and shrubs from field and wood 
will do, and these are intermingled 
with knots of red ribbon or bunting, 
which is used to confine the green to 
he woodwork of the room; also to 
restoon such other furnishings 
as 


admit of ornamentation in this way. 
)ver the table a sort of canopy is 
'oraied iby dropping streamers of the 
•ed entwined with vines, and bunches 
if the berries, real or artificial, from 
:he chandelier above, and looping the 
snds so as to garland the edge of the 
cloth, strawberry headed hat or stick- 
pins being stuck through the ribbon 


each cover to hold it in place. 


These pins act for souvenirs, and may 
be prepared for personal use, or for 
fancy drapery pins; in either case 
they are most acceptable to the re- 
cipients. 


A white cover is used for the table, 


dotted over with berry shaped doilies 
of red lace or crepe paper, each one 
of which is outlined with sprays of 
strawberry stems caught on red floss. 
The center also has a large red mat, 
and on this is piled strawberry vine, 
which is procurable at any florist's: 
lere, too, the stems, removed for cul- 
nary purposes, figure conspicuously, 
ind the pinked edges of green look 
charming when skillfully arranged 
to show. Tip from 
out this green 


bank rises a monster berry, whose 
capacious depths contain a delicious 
strawberry punch, that at -the proper 
time of the service is dipped into 
berry cups of candy and served to the 
guests gathered about the board. At 
either end and side similar but small- 
er receptacles make fruit stands, and 
still smaller ones are scattered about 
the table promiscuously, acting, in- 
stead of chinaware, for the lighter 
viands, and daintier Articles of foo:l 
which are the polite thing at a limch- 


Eefore every cover stands a huge 


berry embedded in a wreath of leaves 
which acts as a support, and when 
the ribbon-tied stem-lift is lifted the 
berry is found to contain bonbons for 
the delectation of 
the company. 


These also might serve as favors, and 
are manufactured from candy, cellu- 
loid or cardboard. Ices are served in 
molds of the same color and shape. 


The strawberry itself should form 


the chief ingredient of the eatables 
used, and througout the entire ser- 
vice the color scheme of the party 
and the shape are strictly adhered to 
With a sltilful employment of .red 
coloring matter and the berry juice 
nothing need appear at the table 
which has not a pinkish hue. 


THE INDIANS' HERALDRY; 


The Significance of the Aineri- ' 


can Red Man's Painted Vis- ' 


—A Peculiar Art. 


People in general have been content 


to look" upon the Indian's adornment 
of his head with eagie's feathers and 
his face with, paint as marks of per- 
sonal decoration inspired by vanity 
and a savage taste, different only in 
degree from what is sometimes wit- 
nessed among those highly civilized 
peoples. 
But the fact is that, iu 


preference to the latter custom for 
instance every paint mark on. an In- 
dian's face has a sort of heraldic 
meaning-, implying not only the hon- 
ors won by the brave in person, but 
representing also -the claims of his 
family and race to distinction. 
Iii 


other words, what is shown among 
mere cultured communities by coats 
of arms, orders nnd decorations 
depicted by the In'dism on his face by 
means of pigments. 


Scientists are now engaged, among 
'ther novel investigations concerning 
the 'North American Indian, in com- 
jiling a record 'Of the armorial, or, 
•athe'r facial, bearings of certain cel- 
ebrated chiefs, and it .is snid to be 
iiscinating rwork. 
One renowned 


warrior, for instance, will have his 
dp painted n copper red. 
This i's 


'ound to indicate that his tribe was 
once in possession, of huge mines of 
copper. 
Another 
individual will 


have his forehead: adorned- with a 
painting of a certain fisfli, thus im- 
>lying tlrat he, or his people, -are re- 
rowed for prowess in catching fish. 
'he same distinguished person some- 
imes wears a disc of pearl in nddi- 
ion to his paint mask. 
This, by its 


himanering radiance, and its form 
mplies that ho is descended from the 
moon, dm the sense that the "goddess 


f night" is 'one of his ancestors. 
The fact that the Indian has n-o 
onception of perspective seriously 
landicaps the success of his efforts 
t pictorial art. 
Indeed, the Indian 


imner merely aims to show the most 
haracteristic portion of the object he 
t-tempts to depict, unless he be a 
man of great attainment, in which 
ase 'he divides =or dissects the sub- 
set of his picture and represents the 
rhole by its parts, the latter being 
rrjun-ged. entirely irrespective of -the 
.atural sequence. 
The features of the Indian -are 
ometlmes incorporated into the rep- 
esentation of ' the 
animal which 


orais has heraldic bearing. 
Should 


he beaver, for example, be the ob- 
ect to be depicted, it is not attempted 
o design the whole, form of the ani- 
,al, but only its distinctive and 
ypioal par°ts, as, for instance, its pe- 
uliar tail, which is painted in. criss- 
ross lines extending from, the chin 
0 'the nose, as though standing up- 
ight. 
The chin itself does service 


s the beaver's body. 
The arbitrary metlrods of the In- 
ian artist render it--very difficult, if 
ot impossible, for any but an ex- 
ert to interpret the meanings of the 
ictorial representations.

What occurred 
on the stock ex- 


change during the few days when 
certain of the financial giants strug- 
gled with each other for control of 
certain great railroads was not at all 
.n the nature of a corner—a cornering 
of the market, nor was it greatly of 
the character of a speculation with 
respect to the transactions in the 
Northern Pacific and other transcon- 
tinental railroad bonds and stocks. 


Purchases of these stocks were 


mnde -momently for several days in 
succession, and constantly advanc- 
ing prices—not for the profit there 
is in buying at a low figure and sell- 
ing at a higher—not with any inten- 
tion of cornering the coveted stocks 
and bonds on the market—but only 
for the 
reason that 
ownership of 


large numbers of these was required 
ay this or that combination in order 
to control the Northern Pacific and 
other of the Pacific railroads. 
The 


consequent advance in the prices of 
:hcse securities inevitably 
carried 


up the prices of -many other bonds 
and stocks, and then the speculation 
set in. 


OPEBATOHS NOT 
But in the leading features of the 
o or three days of excitement on 


he New York stock exchange—ex- 
citement that -was felt in all com- 
mercial 
countries—there 
was 
no 


m-ark of great sin that could be im- 
mted to the principal operators. If 
t be right for one man or set of men 
o desire possession of some property 
hat belongs to some other man or 
set of men, and to proceed to buy it 
a the opsn market—and who can 
eny that it is right?—then the men 
vho sought to buy the control of the 
Northern Pacific railroad, as well as 
.hose who strove to retain control, 
were engaged in a legitimate adven- 


vre. 
•Such is the (business view of the 


matter; if there is.a moral view that 
nay be taken of it -let that be left 
o the moralists. They will' have no 
ifficulty in showing that the strug- 
gling of the 
giants shakes . the 


oundation 
of 
ordinary business 


hroughout the country, and if they 
an also show that this is so wrong 
n morals that laws should be enact- 
d to prevent it, then legislators may 
rame and pass the right law if they 
now how. 
GREAT PANICS IN COUNTRY. 
The first great panic in this coun- 
ry was in 1837. 
In it the entire 


ountiy was involved. It was pro- 
.need by an excessive expansion of 
lank credits under the lead of the 
United States bank. There are men 
till living in Chicago and in other 
ities in Illinois who can remember 
ome of the disastrous effects of this 
anic. 
Prices of real estate had specula- 
ively advanced immensely in this 
ity (then in its first corporate year) 
ind in other parts of the state 
to 


which population had been ' greatly 
attracted. 
The banks had loaned 


noney 
on the land 
purchased by 


peculators till they had become dan- 
gerously extended and the country 
was flooded with paper money. The 
fiiited States bank and its branches 
vere creditors of the government to 
•ast amounts, and one day President 
'aclcson, who saw the looming finan- 
cial dangers, demanded payment, 
nd being a hard-money man, he de- 
manded payment in specie. This put 
a sudden stop to bank loans on real 
estate and even on staple articles of 
merchadise. 


As soon as the facts were known, 


.n England 
the Bank of England 


threw, out all paper connected with 
this 
country. 
The banks in this 


country refused to discount 
paper 


and merchants 
retaliated by with- 


drawing- their deposits. In 
conse- 


quence Loth were ruined. 
On the 


10th of May, 1837, the New. York 
banks suspended, and within a few 
days all the other banks throughout 
the country followed their example. 
All private bankers and merchants 
in active business were compelled to 
pursue the same course. The whole 
country was bankrupt. 


CHICAGO BADLY CRIPPLED. 
In particular Chicago was so com- 


pletely bankrupted that all but the 
few brave men who did not find their 
confidence in the place at all lessened 
felt disposed to abandon their in- 
vestments here and many of them 
did so. The same disheartenment 
was experienced in other parts of the 
state, and specially down about Peru, 
where friends and retainers of Nich- 
olas Biddle, of the United 
States 


bank, had bought quantities of gov- 
ernment land. It was three years 
before Chicago recovered, but its re- 


struction of railways with borrowed 
money. There was at the same time 
a partial failure of the crops. These 
causes combined disturbed confidence 
which was further disturbed by the 
failure of individuals and corpora- 
tions. Paper was impossible of ne- 
gotiation. A struggle took place be- 
tween banks and merchants, which 
ended in the suspension of both. The 
New York city banks suspended in 
October, 1857, and their example was 
followed throughout the country. 
Kany merchants and railway com- 
pnies failed.

company. 
This 
-waa-.-g6nerally 


thought to be a perfectly sound insti- 
tution, and its failure operated pow- 
erfully to destroy confidence. 
But 


the unfavorableconditionswhich pre- 
vailed had been noted by the wise 
and prudent and the disasters which 
followed had been predicted. 


STOCK EXCHANGE HARD HIT. 
At this time many 
hundreds of 


millions of stocks and bonds had 
been created within the ten years 
previous and had 
been negotiated, 


principally on the New York stock 
exchange. Upon these .securities the 
effect of the crisis was ruinous. In 
a few days prices fell GO per cent. 
nnd a great number of operators on 
'change failed. 


At the height of the panic New 


York Central sold at 48, the Illinois 
Central, Michigan Central and Hock 
Island at 30 and the Michigan South- 
ern at 5. Money was so stringent 
that bankers were unable to borrow 
currency on gold bullion; the Michi- 
gan Southern sold a 10 per cent guar-5 
nntee'd stock at 50 and the Michigan 
Central an S per cent, mortgage bond 
at the same price. When the banks 
resumed relief came, of course. Con-' 
fidence gradually returned, money 
flowed again in the usual channels, 
prices improved, men who had lost 
fortunes during the depression re- 
covered at least a part of them dur- 
ing the reaction of the winter and 
following spring. But it was sev- 
eral years 
before 
the commercial 


classes of the east recovered from the 
low. 
. 
' - 


In the west the panic was as bad as 


in the east. Chicago suffered from it 
in every ramification of business. , 
The feeble hanks' failed, many mer- 
chants suspended, the railroads cen- 
tering here were distressed and the 
bottom fell out of real estate. The 
panic of a few months cost the city 
the equivalent of ten years' growth. 


PANICS OF 1861 AND 1864. 


There was a small panic in 1861 


and also in 1864. They both made 
more trouble than they did damage. 
Down to 1861 the wild-cat system of 
banking existed to the exclusion of 
any sounder system. 
Most of the 


wild cat banks based their circula- 
tion partly on southern state bonds. 
At the outbreak of the civil war these 
bonds 'became valueless and the cur- 
rency that had been issued with them. 
as security suddenlj depreciated to 
an alarming extent. 


For a time this currency passed 


here in commercial transactions at 
wht it .was, from day to day, guessed 
to be worth. It generally passed for 
about 90 cents on the dollar. This 
shave the merchants had to stand or 
not collect their bills. 
After bank 


notes were in the hands of the mer- 
chants their value was ascertained 
appi'oximately by noting the price of 
exchange on New York. In this state 
of things there was immense incon- 
veniences, but no decided panic. All 
business was done at a loss and a 
number of Chicago merchants by 
this means lost so heavily that they 
were obliged to suspend. 


The damaging effects so manifest 


here were little less felt in New York 
but not in New York more than in 
Chicago was there a decided panic. 
Things went on so until after the 
new United States banking law was 
enacted commercial bodies generally 
had i-esolved 
to accept the green- 


backs and to reject local bank notes. 
The board of trads of Chicago bravely 
led in this war 011 a worthless cur- 
rency. 


There was a slight panic in Wall 


street in 1864 owing to a natural re- 
action from paper money inflation, 
but this had few consequences out- 
side of that street. From both these 


i small panics the people rapidly re- 
covered. 


GREAT "BLACK FRIDAY/' 


The Friday that is historically des- 


ignated as "Black Friday" by reason 
of the black, crooked 
transactions 


which befell on that day was the 
24th of September, I860. 
On that 


day the great gold 'speculation cul- 
minated in the memorable crash. The 
scheme of the speculation was or- 
ganised by Jay 
Gould and James 


Fisk, jr., assisted by A. R. Corbin, a 
brother-in-law of General Grant, then, 
President Grant.

he was elected representative from 
Wells and Adams county, and 
1870 he was elected senator from 
Wells, Adams and Allen.

Allen Zollars called the meeting to 
order and Hon. T. E. Ellison, was 
named as secretary. 
Judge Zollers 


announced the object of the meeting, 
whereupon, departing1 from the usual 
custom of adopting a series of reso- 
lutions, Judge Taylor offered the fol- 
lowing memorial which was unani- 
mously adopted: 
:It is with no ordinary sense of 


professional loss and personal be- 
reavemenet that the members of tlii 
Allen Comity Ear meet on this oc- 
casion. 
-In the passing 
away of 


Lindley Murray Ninde we have lost 
the dean of our society, the senior in 
practice at this bar. 
It is almost 


exactly a round 'half century since 
he was admitted as an attorney and 
counsellor in the 'Allen circuit court. 
The old constitution was still in 
force. 
Blackford's Reports und two 


volumes of Carter, with the statutes, 
were all the state IP.W in force in 
Indiana. Fort Wayne was a city of 
ten or twelve thousand inhabitants. 
Its first railroad had just arrived. 
Its 'business was siibstantially all 
on Columbia street. The court house 
was a squatty one-story 'brick 011 
the southeast corner of the publi= 
square. He tried cases in it for tan 
or fifteen years before it gave place 
-to the building we now call the eld 
court house, in which 
he nrgurrt 


cases for more than thirty years 
before it in its turn gave place tj 
the present splendid structure. 


"This period comprises nearly 'half 


of the life of the republic. It is tha 
greatest half 
century 
of history. 


While its vast events were -happen- 
ing- Lindley M. Ninde, term after 
term, year after year, decade after 
de-cade, was living 'the strenuous life 
of a busy, hard-working lawyer In 
Fort Wayne. 
Not -a court docket 


vas made up in Allen county in all 
that time that did not contain cases 
of his, and he was a familiar figure 
before all the courts of northeastern 
Indiana. 


He was a man of intense activity 


and tireless energy. 
As a lawyer 


he was strong in all fields, but pre- 
eminently strong as an advocate. Kft 
had deep feeling-s, «. sympathetic na- 
ture, and a" vivid imagination. 
Ko 


lawyer ever made his client's cause 
more completely his own. 
He be- 


lieved in it. To triumph in it be- 
came for the time being his chief 
object in life. No work was too se- 
vere, no tax upon time aaid strength 
too great; no hazard to -health too 
serious to be encountered in nis cli- 
ent's interest. 


"A diligent student of books, ho 


was a still more diligent student of 
men. He knew the way to a jury- 
man's heart. His oratory was ap- 
pealing, .ingenious, overwhelming. 
When aroused he swept everything 
before him like a torrent. His jury 
speeches will long be a legend of 
the bar of our state. 


"In his intercourse with the bench 


and his brethren of the bar he was 
always 
courteous 
and 
obliging. 


While the trial was on he was a 
mortal foe to his adversary; when 
it was over, friend again with un- 
diminished cordiality. 


"Like so many successful menj^lic 


cams from the farm to the bar. 
In 


the field and forest he laid the foun- 
dation of the rugged constitution 
which sustained him 
through the 


lon^ labor of his professional life.

kfnd husband and father, a faithful 
friend and a great lawyer.

Judge Taylor followed the memor- 


ial with an eloquent tribute to the 
memory of the dead jurist—tribute 
that touched the heart of every audi- 
tor and brought tears to the eyes of 
not a few.

Hon. T. E. Ellison both, former part- 
ners of the deceased, Mr. 'Ellison es- 
pecialy speaking with much feeling 
and frequently being overcome with 
emotion.
